The Women’s Missionary Society 
of the United Missionary Church 
Conference of the North West held 
jts annual rally in the Mountain 
View Church, Didsbury. on June 16 
and 17, There was a splendid at- 
tendance, nearly all of the church- 
es having delegates and o-ficers to 
represent their individual societies. 
M:s. Lydia Suder, director of the 
society was in charge of the meet- 
ing. 

This organization has 20 indivi- 
dual societies and 311 members at 
present. Throughout the confer- 
ences of the church the W.MS. 
raised $42,484.14 for foreign mis- 
sionary work. This conference re- 
ported having raised $6,440.00. The 
societies do much sewing for for- 
eign work as well as work in the 
home land. The evaluation of all 
they did, including the cash dona- 
tions, brought the grand total of 
their giving to $9,429.34. 


During the past year gifts and 
lesser projects included placing 
plastic dishes to the value of $132 
in the college, and cash contribu- 
tions toward the fares of the direc- 
tor of the conferences, Mrs. Scheon- 
hal, and the © secretary's wife, 
Mrs, Reilly, to Africa. Mrs, Sch- 
oenhal will be with us during the 
former part of the camp meeting, 
which convenes July 4. 

Sewing contributions went to 
the hospital in Africa, and much 
materia] to the missionaries, who 
dispensed the articles to those who 
needed them on their fields. 


The W.M:S. this year will under- 
take to raise $6000. They support 
missionaries to the amount of 
$5000, supply fuel for refrigerators, 
support the work of literature dis- 
tribution in foreign lands such as 
Africa and India. They have 
pledged help for a new church in 
Brazil, and a Bible school for the 
Nupe tribes in Africa. 

Besides this they wili again con- 
tribute toward a definite project in 
the college here. 

The motto for the convention was 
“Reach the Unreached.” Rev. 
John Gamble and his wife spoke 
several times and Miss Myrtle An- 
derson spoke on her work in Africa, 
telling us much concerning the edu- 
cational work of which she _ has 
been supervisor. The Gambles 
showed pictures of India. 

Mountain View Church gracious- 
ly entertained over 100 guests dur- 
ing these days, and the ladies are 
to be commended for their hospi- 
tality.

If 
there had been adjoining fields of 
alfalfa or clover they would have 
undoubtedly have been seriously 
damaged. 

If you are a spray rig operator 
take every precaution so that you 
do not inflict damage to adjoining 
susceptible vegetation. I strongly 
recommend the use of a low vola- 
tile type of 2.4-D or MCP ester. 
There is very little, if any, danger 
of fume drift from these herbi- 
cides if used under normal condi- 
tions. It js, of course, never a wise 
procedure to operate a spray rg in 
the presence of a stiff breeze or 
moderate wind, Under these con- 
ditions several things can happen 

There {js some danger of a little 
fume draft to adjacent susceptible 
plants; second, the spray will not 
Settle down on the weeds properly: 
and third, the rate of evaporation 
is high, resulting in considerable 


loss of killing power from the 
chemical used.

Next highest turnover was mark- 
ed up by car dealers with $45,372.- 
963, or a rise of 26.5 per cent, 

On the farms total income from 
grain increased during the same 
period from $47,049,000 in 1956 to

Our soil, if properly handled, 
Will not wear out or erode away. 
Furthermore, when the soil man- 
agement practices are good, pro- 
ductivity can be increased with no 
letrimental effects to the land. 
Today the margin between cost 
and selling is quite narrow and 
with overhead, fixed charges and 
\abor costs always present it is 
imperative to have a high level of 
production if 
profitable business. 

Soil is made up of many ingredi- 
ents; some dead and some living; 
the care of the latter is often neg- 
lected but is most important. Life 
in the soil is organisms which 
break down and make the nutrient 
or plant food available to the 
growing plants. To have sufficient 
organism life in the soil there must 
be ample organic material, decay- 
ing and decomposing plant and 
animal matter. This material was 
plentiful in the virgin soils and to 
maintain the soil’s productivity it 
must be incorporated in the land 
by various means such as trash res- 
idue, grass and legume crops, and 
manure. 

When the living portion of the 
soi] is cared for and the fibre con- 
tent is ample to prevent erosion, 
the tilth will be good. The growing 
plants must have food if the soil 
has a low level of fertility, the 
proper use of fertilizer can supply 
the required nutrients and the land 
will be in balance. 

Land in balance, that is with 
adequate nutrients for plant growth 
enough to fibre to prevent erosion 
and ample micro-organisms to 


break down raw materials for 
plant use. production will be high 
and the produce will be of good 
quality. 

A balanced farming program 
using good rotation, with proper 
fertilization, will put the soil in 


balance and then crops will be pro- 
duced to the level of the soil's 
capability.
